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ADDRESS BY THE REV. J. C. GIBSON. 

I am here to speak on behalf of a great cause and 
of a great country. The country to which I have 
given my life is China. I have done so, because, for 
me, there is only one cause that is great enough to be 
worth living for—the cause that deserves our heart’s 
best love and our life’s best devotion—the cause of 
foreign missions. - I recognize this Bible society, I 

will not say as the best ally of mission work, but as 
itself the grandest mission. It not only helps on all 
missions, it is itself a mission and the greatest of 
them. It is a grand society, for the reason (of which 
we have been reminded already) that it unites all 
Christian hearts in-one. My Lord Bishop of Exeter, 
who moved this resolution, and I, a Presbyterian 
missionary from far-off China, who second it, move 
in different spheres, and at other times we are occu- 
pied with widely different forms of service. But here 
we and others meet on one platform and plead one 
cause. We reCognize each other as fellow-servants 
in the one household of faith. We learn here to look 
upon our different attainments in doctrinal knowledge 
and belief, and on our varieties of church organiza- 
tion, not as fortifications to shut out those who differ 
-from us; but, may I say, as fences, needful perhaps 
for a time, by means of which we try to gather in 
from various quarters the one flock to the one Shep- 
herd; and in the ministry of this word of God we 
seek to hasten the time when the whole body of 
Christ shall be gathered into one, and shall be knit 
more closely together by the fuller working of his 
spirit. We foresee the time when by that blessed 
working the body of Christ shall again be clothed 
with his glorious vesture—soiled and rent now, but 
spotless and seamless then. We anticipate that time 
because we are’banded together here for the purpose 
of hastening it. 
This is a grand society, too, because of the extent 
yperations. You cannot look on this report, 
ly on the beautiful maps which so vividly 


; and emphasize it, without feeling what a - 


magnificent field of operations the society occupies. 
You have been reminded that the society issues in 
one year 4,000,000 copies, in whole or in part, of the 
word of God—as many, I believe, as there are letters 
in our English Bible. Every day 13,000 copies are 
issued from its stores; or, again, to put it in another 
way, during the very short time I will venture to 
occupy your attention, 220 copies will go into circula- 
tion. It is a great and grand work. It is a stream 
flowing out into all lands and everywhere blessing 
and gladdening this sin-wearied world. Yet I am 
here to plead that you should enlarge it by lengthen- 
ing, and widening, and deepening, the channels 
through which it flows. 

Think for a moment of the need of enlargement. 
Let me illustrate it from the case of China alone. 
Suppose you put it before you as an object to place . 
in the hands of every Chinese one copy of a portion 
of the word of God, and suppose for a moment you 
could forget all the rest of the world and concentrate 
the whole energy of the society upon China. Sup- 
pose these four millions of copies year after year 
could be printed in Chinese and distributed on 
Chinese soil. How long would it be before you had 
accomplished your task of placing one copy in the 
hands of every one of these millions of God’s crea- 
tures? Before you had issued the 380,000,000 copies 
required to meet their needs, ninety-five years would 
have rolled by, and would your task be accomplished 
then? No, my Lord. During those ninety-five years 
three generations of mortal men would have passed 
away. The greater part of your books would have 
fallen into that swift decay which overtakes all earthly. 
things, and your task, far from accomplished, would 
be hardly begun. We need sorely to increase the 
energies of all missionary societies, and not least of 
this Bible society. Before these millions of people 
we stand as helpless as the disciples with five loaves 
and two small fishes to feed 5,000 men; _as helpless, I 
say, but as hopeful, and as sure of success, because 
the same hand of power into which they put their 
loaves and fishes is the hand into which we put 
our weakness, and we know that by the foolishness 
of preaching, and the weakness of our methods. God 
will gather in these multitudes to sit down it his 
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table, from which none shall go hungry away. But it 
is not to be done by any carelessness or idleness on 
our part in the honorable service which he has laid 
onus. When we find here in the report that for eight 
years past the circulation of the Scriptures has stood, 
as I will venture to say, stationary at four millions of 
copies, it is not time to rest. Four million copies 
would have been a grand achievement for Mary Jones 
to look forward to, but it is not an achievement that 
we can look back upon and say we have reached our 
aim. It is not a point at which you can afford to 
stand still. And with a stationary circulation we have 
also—must I say the shame resting on us of an annual 
deficit, amounting this year alone to £23,000? Are 
there not here friends of the society, a few of whom 
could by a stroke of the pen wipe out this deficit and 
set the committee free from anxiety—free not only to 
maintain but to increase their efforts? May I venture 
to make one remark? I rejoice in the multiplication 
of Christian effort in our day; but I venture to point 
out one very marked and increasing danger—the 
danger of individualism, of dissipation, of what I can- 
not but call faddism in our Christian work. Every 
new mushroom-growth of momentary excitement, of 
ill-informed sentiment, is hailed as the harbinger of 
a new era, and supported with lavish and unwise liber- 
ality ; while the old-established and magnificent socie- 
ties, and well-established forms of our church work, 
fall into neglect and forgetfulness and are hampered 
from want of funds. I wish to protest—and I believe 
I can do it with your hearty sympathy—against that 
fatal mistake, and to appeal to all friends of missions 
to rally round the old societies, especially the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. 

Now, I will speak as a missionary in China, as to 
what it is we require of the Bible society. There are 
two lines of work which we have always before us. 
The first is the evangelizing of the heathen. If you 
look carefully into the details of your circulation you 
will find that over the whole world there is a large 
distribution of Portions and a smaller circulation of 
entire New Testaments and Bibles. In China that is 
particularly marked. I have not the complete figures, 
but, taking one year, I find that in two of the three 
Agencies, into which China was divided, there were 
150,000 copies of Portions, as against some 4,000 com- 
plete New Testaments and Bibles. What I wish to 
point out is this: These Portions go chiefly to evan- 
gelistic work. What we require for that is especially 
the simpler Portions of God’s word—particularly the 
Gospels with their record of the life, and death, and 
rising again, of our Lord Jesus Christ. These are 
what we use most for distribution among the heathen, 
and they tell in two ways. They spread a general 
knowledge of what our Christian teaching is, and— 
what is, to my mind, perhaps their greatest value— 
they prepare an atmosphere in which it is possible 
for the individual Christian life to live and thrive. 
Besides that, they tell in individual cases in bringing 
men to Christ. Occasionally you have instances, like 
one which took place in our mission some time ago, 
of more direct results. An old man became pos- 
sessed, I do not know how, of a copy of the New 
Testament. He read it, with no assistance from any 
missionary, or from any Christian teacher, or from 
any member of our Christian churches. After read- 


ing it, especially in the Book of Revelation, he turned 
to his sons, and, feeling there was something new to 
him in it, said, “ This book does not come from man ; 
this book is from heaven.” He charged his sons that 
they should worship God, and that when the end of 
life, which he foresaw was not far off, should come to 
him, they should bury him as a disciple of Jesus 
Christ. He was baptized upon his death-bed, and 
his home became the centre of a little circle of Chris- 
tian worshippers. These are isolated uses, but they 
are proofs, if we needed them, of the real and liv- 
ing inspiration that breathes through the word of 
God. 

One word more with regard to the evangelistic use 
of portions of the word of God. I hope I am not 
venturing too far on delicate ground when I say that 
all missionaries in China feel that you would add 
greatly to the value of these books if you could give 
us very brief and slight explanations—verbal explana- 
tions such as the Chinese language peculiarly re- 
quires. I say this, knowing perfectly your grand 
principle of union, and sympathizing cordially with 
your jealous care for it, that you cannot give notes 
and comments. To that I make no objection; but 
what we missionaries feel is that there are some ex- 
planations which are not comments, but which belong 
to the sphere of translation; and if you would allow 
your committee to deal patiently and faithfully with 
the question I believe you would greatly add to the 
many obligations under which you have already laid 
us. Iam sure that your committee would be faithful 
to your past and to your principles, and would also 
be faithful to your future and to your opportunities. 
A word or two in the margin would sometimes throw 
open to an uninstructed heathen reader stores of 
truth, which without it must remain sealed to him. 

There is another use to which we put the word 
which you supply. We use it for the edification of 
the Christian Church, and that is a growing need. 
When your great society began its work, about the ~ 
beginning of this century, there was not in all China 
known to us one Protestant Christian. Fifteen years 
ago there where 13,000 communicants in the Church 
of Christ there. Now there are 40,000; and before 
ten years have gone by we have every reason to 
believe that we shall number 100,000 communicants 
in the various branches of the Protestant Church in 
China. Each of these people, as a rule, becomes an 
evangelist in turn, and by private life and testimony 
brings in others to the Kingdom. One poor woman, 
before I left China, put into the hands of my wife a 
sheet of paper on which was written a number of 
names. On inquiry we found that these were the 
names of persons whom she believed she had been 
the means of gathering into the kingdom of God,- 
and she gave us the list, not because she boasted of — 
it, but because she wished us to join with her in con- 
tinual prayer for their support and guidance. Seventy 
names were on the sheet of paper. If one poor wo- | 
man was able to gather in seventy souls, what will be _ 
the fruit of the work of those 100,000 whom we shall 
soon, I believe, have banded together in this holy 4 
war? But they need to be taught, and they must be 
taught out of the word of God; and it is you who 
supply us with the means of building them up in the - 
faith and knowledge of Jesus Christ. That will make — 
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them able to be his witnesses to all their fellow-coun- 
trymen. They need this teaching for their own com- 
fort and support in facing persecution, in facing 
danger, in facing temptations of which you can form 
hardly any idea, and they need it that they may be 
helpful to those around them. We use the Bible in 
our schools, in our colleges, and in our churches. It 
is in the hands of colporteurs, of preachers, of native 
ministers, supported, I am glad to say, by the givings 
of the native Christians. It is in the hands of Bible- 
women going to the homes of the Chinese women, 
Christian and non-Christian, and reading to them the 
word of life. Therefore we feel that we have the 
deepest interest in your prosperity, and we beseech 
you that you will not stay your hand, but enlarge on 
every side the operations which have already so 
greatly blessed the world, which needs blessing so 
sorely and deeply. You have given us in China some 
fifteen versions of the word of God; but these ver- 
sions do not yet exhaust the need. 

Two years ago I was present in Shanghai at a con- 
ference of missionaries, where 430 of us from all parts 
of the empire met together and for twelve days dis- 
cussed all the branches of our mission work. Your 
work had the first place in our discussions, and one 
result has been that we are banded together as one 
to unify the Bible for China. We have your society 
and the sister societies in America and in Scotland 
uniting to support us in a fresh translation and re- 
vision of the word of God. The translation must 
assume various literary forms, although it will be one 
in substance. There are to be two literary forms: 
one for scholars, and one for educated people who 
are not professional scholars. Then there are com- 
mittees who are charged with the duty of preparing 
vernacular versions, versions that shall be in the 
mother-tongues, which are spoken in the homes of 
the Chinese people all over the empire. These lan- 
guages are different from the book language, which 
is a language to be found only on the printed page. 
That work is now undertaken heartily and earnestly. 
The translators have been chosen and have begun 
their work. In the vernacular committee we have 


_ had the pleasure of passing three versions since the 


conference separated, all of which are approved and 
are to be produced at the expense of your society. 
The vernacular versions, especially as written and 


printed in our own Western letters, will play a large 


part in the future building up of the Christian church 
in China. I ask you to look upon the movement with 
your deepest interest, and to support it with your 
most earnest prayers. 

I cannot detain you, as I would like to do, to point 
out the importance or to dwell upon the details of 
these various kinds of work. You produce and you 


distribute the Scriptures, but that is not all your 


work. You seek that those Scriptures should have 
in them spiritual power to touch the heart and to 
change the life; and that you can attain only by fol- 


- lowing their distribution with your prayers. We seek

to join hands with you, not only as translators and 


distributers of God’s word, but also as teachers, 


_ bringing the word home to the understandings and 


hearts of the people. The Chinese are a people to’ 


whom it is worth while to bring home the word of 
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A little while ago I said that I speak on behalf of 
a great people. You little know how great they are. 
You are gladdened when you hear of some speck 
upon the purple ocean whose few hundreds of inhab- 
itants have received at your hands the word of life. 
What, then, when I speak to you of the magnificent 
empire and of the magnificent people of China? It 
is an empire that stretches from ice-bound regions of 
almost Arctic cold to the sunny lands of the tropics, 
and from the fertile shores of the bright Pacific to the 
mighty and unscaled masses of the mountains of 
Central Asia. And over all that vast domain you 
have 380,000,000 of people who crowd its cities and 
till its soil, the strongest, most intelligent, and most 
industrious of all the Eastern races. They planted 
their great empire a thousand years before the foun- 
dations of Rome were laid, and now, more than a 
thousand years after her glory has departed, and after 
the great city, ‘lone mother of dead empires,” has 
sunk into decay, their empire stands before the world 
the greatest wonder and the greatest problem of the 
nineteenth century, extended, consolidated, and se- 
cure, alone and unrivalled, the one great non-Christian 
empire of the modern world. They stand there brac- 
ing themselves to-day for new efforts in the face of 
new conditions. Their emperor is learning English. 
They are coming into contact with our Western civili- 
zation. They are adopting our steamships, our rail- 
ways, our telegraphs. They are inquiring into our 
political constitutions and our social life. In all de- 
partments they are preparing to learn from us in 
order that they may maintain themselves as the 
equals and the rivals of the greatest Western powers. 
Therefore it becomes doubly urgent that we should, 
at the beginning of this new and grand career upon 
which they are to launch, present to them the word 
of God—which is the secret of our greatness and the 
only secret of its permanence. They have made for 
themselves a great literature and have built up great 
systems of philosophy and law. Their sages have 
disciplined themselves in ethics and statesmanship ; 
their toiling millions in industry and commerce. 
They wait for only one thing to make them the great- 
est of all people, the joy of the whole world. They 
are still in the bondage of heathenism, they lack the 
gospel of Christ. If they have been so grand a 
people without the gospel, what will they be if we 
give to them the gospel, which will cleanse the cor- 
rupted administration of justice throughout all their 
land; which will regenerate their national life ; which — 
will purify their homes and purge them of what is 
cruel and vile; which will dignify their manhood and 
renew the energies of the individual life? If we put 
the gospel into the hands of China, you will see her 
no longer as a dead mass on the far limits of the East, 
alien to our sympathies, strange in her methods of 
thought and life, but you will see her the very van- 
guard of the Church of God, the noblest battalion in 
the armies of the Lord of Hosts; and that glorious 
vision—which always floats before the eyes of a 
Chinese missionary, which is coming nearer and 
nearer to its fulfillment every year—is surely one for 
which we and this Bible society should pray and toil 


together, and count no toil too great if we can, by 


the blessing of God, hasten its coming by even a 
single day. .

The Books of Genesis and Exodus have just been 
printed at the Bible House in the Ruk language of 
people of the Mortlock group in the Pacific, whose 
knowledge of the Bible has thus far been limited to 
the New Testament. 

The Gilbert Islanders, who have long had access to 
the New Testament and some portions of the Old, 
are longing for the fulfillment of a promise, which may 
be accomplished next year, that the entire Bible shall 
be put into their hands. Mr. and Mrs. Bingham are 
now reading the proofs as the book is printed at the 
Bible House, and rejoice at the near accomplishment 
of the great work which has had so much of their 
time and thought for many ) ears. 

The Book of Genesis in Muskokee, for the Creeks 
and Seminoles of our own land, is also in press, the 
version made by the Rev. J. R. Ramsay having been 
carefully revised by Mrs. A. E. W. Robertson, Ph. D., 
with the assistance of Rev. John Edwards. This 
book will open new treasures, not only to private 
Christians but to native Presbyterian, Baptist, and 
Methodist preachers, who have had the gospel for 
many years but have never yet read the story of the 
creation and the lives of the patriarchs. What good 
things are in store for them! These are parts of 
those Scriptures of which Paul testified that they are 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness, and that they are able to 
make men wise unto salvation through faith which is 
in Christ Jesus. Without them, these preachers of 
the gospel are not ‘‘thoroughly turnished unto all 
good works.” We, who from childhood have known 
the Old Testament as well as the New, do not readily 
appreciate the importance of the older books for the 
understanding of the later. 

The sower will very soon go forth to sow the new 
seed. Upon what kind of soil will it fall? Will there 
be good, fruitful ground ready to receive it ? 

A missionary lady, whose heart is deeply interested 
in the success of the work now in hand, asks that 
special and unceasing prayers may be offered that 
these new books may find their way to hearts pre- 
pared to welcome them as a revelation of truth and 
duty from the Lord Almighty. 


WAIT FOR HIS 


THE CHOLERA IN PERSIA. 


_ The excitement in the United States due to appre- 
hension that the scourge of cholera may fall upon 
our land gives additional interest to words from far- 
off lands, where our friends and correspondents are in 
imminent peril, from which we are thus far free. 

Mr. Whipple’s letters from Tabreez, a city of West- 
ern Persia, which is his home, and in which one of the 
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Missions of the Presbyterian Board is located, cover- 
ing a period of three weeks, furnish extracts which 
will be read with interest and with prayers that he 
and his associates may escape the pestilence to which 
they are in some measure exposed. 


On the 12th of July he wrote as follows: 


We are nowin the midst of great fear of the coming 
of the cholera, which is already within four days of the 
city. The Persian subjects in Baku, on the Caspian 
Sea, have been returning to Persia in large numbers, 
scattering in all directions and carrying the disease 
wherever they go. The cholera had raged there for 
some time, and every one fled who could. 

It is expected to appear any day in Tabreez, Many 
Armenians, Europeans, and Moslems have gone away, 
and others are preparing to leave. The missionary 
families are planning to go to a village about two 
hours away, taking tents with them. Some of the 
gentlemen will remain in the city, taking turns. I 
propose to send my family to the same place, and to 
go out every night. We ourselves do not feel fright- 
ened, but the inhabitants, both Christian and Moslem, 
are greatly agitated. 

It is twenty-one years since the cholera visited the 
city. Last year it came as far as Kermanshah and 
Hamadan, from Bagdad. This year it comes from 
Khorasan, in the direction of Teheran, and it has also 
followed the Trans-Caspian Railroad, crossing the sea 
to Baku, and thence spreading to Tiflis and in other 
directions. _ 

Even if it should reach here, I do not believe it 
would be very malignant, for Tabreez is the cleanest 
city I have seen. The climate, too, is cool and de- 
lightful, and we have a good breeze nearly every 
night. But we shall trust in the Lord, doing what 
seems to be the best, as he may direct us. 

On the 30th he wrote as follows: 

This city has been free from cholera up to the pres- 
ent time, but I regret to say it is now here, a dozen or 
more cases having been reported this week in one of 
the wards of the city. But the city appears to be in 
better order than for a long time, and we hope that 
the disease will soon run its course, as it has in cther 
less favored places. I have already sent my family 
out of the city, and, as I have to join them this after- 
noon, I may not come back for some time. 

This is an unfavorable time for the cholera to 
break out, because the Moslems are in the midst of 
their “month of mourning,’ in which they march 
through the streets daily, beating themselves with 
chains, and assemble in the mosques and bazaars to 
hear their mullahs recite exciting stories of the death | 
of the martyrs Hassan and Husane. After all the 
excitement and weariness of the entire day, in which 
they have eaten but little, but drunk iced sherbet and 
bad water freely, they reach home at night thoroughly 
exhausted and in prime order for any disease. I am 
told that this year they are more fanatical than ever, 


because they hope by this course to avert the cholera. — 


They have stretched ropes across the streets, from 


which are suspended copies of the Koran, and they — 


; 
f 
profess to believe that every one who passes under : 


the holy line will be charmed against the dread dis- 
ease, One man told me yesterday that in his street 
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there were forty Korans thus hung on a line, and 
crowds were passing under it in full hope of keeping 
off the evil. Poor, deluded beings! how my heart 
aches for them! We cannot do much for them now; 
but after this season passes it will be our time to work, 
and we will do it with a will. Does any one doubt 
that this country needs the gospel? If so, I wish he 
could see and hear what we daily do. Remember us 
in your prayers. 

His next letter, dated “In tents, near Tabreez, Aug- 
ust 4th,” gives still later news: 

I came up here night before last with Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson, and joined my family. The cholera was 
raging in the European quarter of the city, and a num- 
ber of deaths had occurred. The crown prince had 
placed a quarantine cordon around his camp and ours, 
and it was with great difficulty that we persuaded the 
guards to let us pass. They detained us some time, 
and it was after dark when we finally reached our tents. 

Every one is terrified in the city. According to the 
plan, Dr. Vanneman, with his wife, arrived here this 
morning, having travelled all night. He will remain 
here, and Dr. Bradford in the city. Mr. Wilson also 
goes down this afternoon to stay. Miss Holliday is 
also there, with her schoolgirls. 

Dr. Vanneman tells of the death of a number who 
were well when we left. The case of the wife of a 
Swedish missionary was asad one. Less than a week 
ago he suddenly started for a tour of several weeks 
in the Karadagh region, leaving his wife and three 
children (one of whom was an infant six weeks old) 
with a single woman servant, and this in the face of 
the certain approach of cholera. His wife came over 
to consult us about coming up to our camp. That 
same night (Monday) she was attacked with cholera, 
and also her servant, and we learn that she died yes- 
terday in great agony, leaving her three children vir- 
tually orphans. Had her husband remained, all this 
might not have happened. Dr. Bradford had the chil- 
dren taken over to the Mission premises (girls’ school), 
which are not now occupied, as Miss Holliday has 
taken the girls to the other premises, in a safer place, 
outside the castle. We feel very sorry for them. A 
sister and a child of the French consul have died; 
two others of the same family are better. 

To add to the distress, the Moslems are in the midst 
of the ten days of Muharran, with more fanaticism 

‘than ever before. While I write, we hear their shouts 
and yells from a village a short distance away, as 
they march up and down to a shrine in the neighbor- 
hood, cutting themselves with swords and yelling at 
every step. You will not see anything more deluded 
or heathenish in heathendom than this. How it makes 


one’s heart ache and long to give them the gospel! 


I was intending to go down again to the city; but 


now that the quarantine is so strict, and having been 


notified that I will not be allowed to return, I am 


_ afraid to go down; so lam shut up here, I suppose,

for six weeks. We have a very comfortable camp, 
and hope that it will not be invaded by the cholera. 


LETTER FROM THE EASTERN TURKEY 
MISSION. 
Harpoor, TURKEY, July 27, 1892. 

_ The twenty-eighth annual meeting of the Eastern 
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Turkey Mission to the brethren of the American 
Bible Society sends greeting. 

It is the desire of the brethren here met to express 
their joy for the pleasant relation heretofore existing 
between themselves and your Society, and the hope 
that it may continue and grow stronger in the future. 

We earnestly hope and pray that this new year may 
be a more useful and profitable one to both us and 
you than any of those gone by; that new doors of 
usefulness may open, and that we, entering, may 
possess new territory for our Master. 

The various reports on Bible work presented at our 
meeting show, if not a very marked increase in that 
work, at least a steady holding of that unto which 
we have already attained. 

The poverty of the people is one well-known ob- 
stacle to the progress which we all so much desire to 
see made. This has been this year increased in many 
districts by the failure of crops; but still from some 
of these very districts we hear of the ‘colporteurs 
selling copies of the Scriptures and taking in ex- 
change such produce as they can get—wheat, wal- 
nuts, socks, wooden spoons—old iron even not being 
refused. 

The work of the colporteur is felt by all the breth- 
ren to be a great help in the prosecution of their 
missionary work. One brother reports that owing to 
the hostility of the local government the opening up 
of new schools or other new work is entirely impos- 
sible, but adds: ‘‘ The enlightenment of obscure and 
remote regions is almost entirely due to the quiet 
influence of the colporteurs and the literature which 
they circulate. Though they are sometimes rudely 
repelled, they are oftener welcomed with joy.” 

The story is told of one colporteur who was threat- 
ened with death_by a rough Armenian if he dared 
enter his province, but who, after a little conversation 
with the man, succeeded in winning his heart so that 
he went away with a Testament in his possession. 
That Testament has already begun its work among 
his people. 

From another station comes the report of one work- 
ing steadily, with his life in continual danger, but still 
constant, unwearying in his loyalty to his Master’s 
work. And so the word is being scattered here and 
there as seed. God grant it sige bear a ua 
harvest ! 

At our meeting this year there are present eleven 
missionaries and twelve assistant missionaries. The 
services have been full of profit to all,and we go 
back to our several stations expecting great things 
this year from the hand of our God. 

Brethren, the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
with your spirit !

LETTER FROM THE CENTRAL TURKEY 
MISSION. 
AINTAB, TURKEY, July 13, 1892. 
It is my privilege to express in behalf of the Cen- 
tral Turkey Mission our deep appreciation of and 
thanks for the aid rendered by the American Bible 
Society in carrying on our mission work. Many times 
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in the history of our mission the fact has been demon- 
strated that it is after all the Bible which is the great 
missionary to those in darkness, powerful even when 
working entirely alone. 

At the risk of repeating what has been already told 
you, I would like to tell you the stories of two 
churches in our mission—stories which, as I first 
listened to them, seemed more wonderful to me than 
fairy tales. 

One is that of a little Testament, given years ago 
by a missionary to a poor villager who, being in 
need, sold it to a youth from another village. This 
young man knew how to read and, with two compan- 
ions, became deeply interested in its contents, At 
length, that they might have a quiet place in which to 
read and meditate, they built a small room, dedicat- 
ing it simply “To the Book.” Soon listeners gathered 
around these men as they read, and, the attention 
of the Armenian priests being attracted, it was or- 
dered that the room be closed and the Testament 
destroyed. This the young men refused to do, and 
the little band of seekers after the truth for some 
time continued their reading and simple worship in 
the midst of persecution, till one happy day a touring 
missionary came upon this embryo church and was 
able to give them the help they so much needed. 
Very soon those who heard and believed had become 
sufficient to organize a church, and a large proportion 
of the entire village had become Protestant. 


The story of the beginning of the other church is 
very similar. It is the outgrowth of the work of a 


single Bible which brought the truth to one man’s - 


heart—a young man then, but now and for many 
years past one of the pillars in the church. 

The work of our colporteurs has this year been 
considerably interfered with by the Turkish govern- 
ment. In many places the bookstores have been 
closed and sealed for a period of weeks, and the col- 
porteurs themselves have been repeatedly imprisoned. 
Still, in spite of these hindrances, the number of 
books sold has been a slight increase over those of any 
previous year. And we have reason to believe that 
these seeming hindrances to the spread of the gospel 
are God’s own means for advancing it. A thought- 
ful observer remarked a few days ago that as these 
conflicts between the Turkish government and the 
Bible work repeatedly arose, and each time the Bible 
came out conqueror, the people were ceasing to place 
their hope in the thought of help from the Russian 
Church, and were coming to realize that only in the 
truth found in God’s word can confidence be justly 
placed. 

In talking with a colporteur a few days ago, he said 
that he had been greatly impressed within the last 
few months to find among Arabic-speaking people in 
the Catholic Church a surprising knowledge of the 
Bible. Examining into the matter he found that 
some twenty-eight years ago a number of Bibles had 
been given away among these people—a bit of work 
which now after all these years is bearing fruit. 

Numerous instances were also cited showing the 
power of God’s word in changing individual lives. 
One story of a young man who fell from a roof, thus 
disabling himself for months, was especially touch- 
ing. As a boy he had known how to read and had 
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had some religious instruction, but for twenty years 
he had not had a Bible in his hand. After his acci- 
dent the colporteur visited him, leaving with him a 
small Bible which proved God’s means of leading 
him into a glad Christian life. So might I multiply 
instances of changes in the lives of other men, Greeks, 
Nestorians, Koords, and Armenians, by the blessed 
effects of God’s word to each in his native tongue ; 
but there is no need of saying more. 

As you know, we consider it better, wherever possi- 
ble, to sell Bibles than to give them away. In some 


of our schools where the children are too poor to pay 


even the nominal sum asked, each child has the privi- 
lege of earning a Bible by committing to memory and 
repeating three hundred Bible verses. There are 
perhaps ina single school an average of seven or 
eight books thus given away every year, and it would 
do you good to see the tender, caressing way in which 
these little ones take their new treasures into their 
hands, prizing them all the more for the labor be- 
stowed in obtaining them. 

May God continue to bless your work and ours, 
and give us wisdom to see and enter into the door 
of opportunity as it is opened before us!

NOTES OF COLPORTAGE IN THE 
LEVANT. 


Kiriako recently had an amusing experience at 
Makrikeui. While he was displaying his books in a 
casino there, a Greek priest, who had formerly caused 
him some trouble, came in and began to abuse him, 
with threats of evil if he continued to sell his books. 
At length becoming enraged, the priest ran off to call 
the police, a number of whom soon made their ap- 
pearance eager for their prey. But when they saw 
Kiriako they pleasantly greeted him as an old friend, 
and when the priest demanded the arrest of his vic- 
tim they turned round on him with the intimation 


that there would be propriety in arresting Aim rather _ 


than the colporteur. His utmost efforts resulted only 
in increasing the severity of the reproach which they 
administered for daring to offer any obstacle to the 
circulation of the Bible, one of them referring witt 
gratitude to a copy which he had purchased of Ki- 
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riako two years before. The priest retired crest- 


fallen, and we may hope with improved notions of 
Bible work. 


Garabed Jingeozian, of Rodosto, continues to visit 


_ the schools, endeavoring to get the Testament every- 


where introduced as a textbook. In one school he 
sold thirty copies with the consent of the teacher. 
Another teacher, however, was displeased, and took 
them all away from the pupils, threatening to burn 
them. Garabed led him to see things so differently’ 
that he not only returned the books to their owners, 
but bought a Bible for himself. Another teacher and 
a priest also bought Bibles. All this in a village where 
a year ago he had been unable to sell a single copy. 

In the Kutaya district, Krikor Oozoonian has been 
doing faithful work, visiting and acquainting himself 
with all the towns and villages of the vilayet. He is 
always respectful to the officials, and for the most 
part receives only kind treatment from them. One 
day while selling in the streets of Eski Shehir, he was 
crying out, “ Useful books! Useful books!’ A gen- 
tleman inquired if it was harmful books he was sell- 
ing. He was invited to examine a copy of the Prov- 
erbs, which was handed him. He opened it and read 
with a loud voice, “ Wine is a mocker; strong drink 
is raging,’ whereupon several persons who were 
standing around exclaimed, “Give me one! give me 
one!” until all the copies were gone. Then a woman 
asked for one, and being ‘told that all were taken, 
begged for the copy the man had been reading. He 
was quite indignant, and reproving her paid the money 
and kept it himself. She, however, paid her twenty 
paras and secured a Gospel. 


Adabazar.—Superintendent Christopher made an 
interesting tour in April. In one village he was 
cheered to hear a shopkeeper remark, ‘‘ What a great 
and important work this Bible distribution is! “It is 
too great a work to be left to Protestant Christians 
only. All Christians ought heartily to unite in it.” 

Samsoon.—Michal has returned to Alachan, and 
been again stopped in his work there. The Grand 
Vizier, however, has promised to send.an order to the 
officials of the place to let him alone. Michal has been 
faithful, persevering, and courageous in the midst of 
great difficulties, and we hope he may have no further 
trouble. It is a fact greatly to be regretted that all 
the trouble at Alachan is due to the evil influence of 
a Greek, who though calling himself a Christian has 
been willing to put himself in a position of antag- 
onism to the Bible. The spirit he has exhibited 
would be condemned most severely by intelligent 
Greeks all over the country. 


Trebizond.—The near approach of cholera is threat- 
ening to disturb the work in this and possibly in 
other districts. The colporteurs are often asked for 
useless and immoral books of fiction and songs. 
A man in search of such things applied one day at 
our depot in Trebizond. He was told he could have 
nothing of that kind, but there were spiritual stories 
and spiritual songs. These he said he did not want ; 
they were for the priests to read. Finally he pur- 
chased a copy of Proverbs and went his way. Ina 
week he returned, praising the book and asking for 
something else. This time he was persuaded, some- 


‘what reluctantly, to buy the Book of Psalms, and a 


. 
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few days later he came for a New Testament. Hopes 
are entertained that he was mightily under the Spir- 
it’s influence. 

A colporteur in the vicinity of Erzingan was dis- 
mayed at one place to find that he had arrived on the 
ground at the same time with the tax collector and a 
peddler of tobacco. The poor villagers, having but 
little money, were in doubt upon which of the three 
to use it. But in less than twenty-four hours the 
peddler saw that his chances were poor and with- 
drew, leaving the field to the Bible man, who at once 
sold several copies of Scriptures to the villagers. 

This colporteur met a Turkish military officer, who 
came to get a Bible to replace one he had lost, 
remarking that he was so accustomed to read the 
Bible that he scarcely knew how to get along without 
it. At another time he met an enlightened Armenian 
priest, well provided with Bibles and other books, 
who used all his influence to induce his people to buy 
and study the Scriptures. M. Bowen.

MEXICO. 

Some of the experiences of Mr. Blachley, one of 
the Society’s colporteurs in the northwestern part of 
Mexico, will be found interesting: 

June 4.—On reaching Rosario I found the custom- 
house officer to be an old friend of mine from Culua- 
can, where, in 1890, I was stoned and burned in effigy, 
and so my books were passed without trouble. 

June 5.—Sold thirty Bibles and New Testaments 
this morning. In the afternoon a man sent by the 
priest went along the streets proclaiming that all who 
bought my Bibles would be put out of the church. 
I followed him and sold all I had left in my satchel, 
which I then went and refilled. As I returned a 
woman Called me, saying her neighbor wanted one 
like that I had sold her in the morning. After sup- 
plying her I kept along the same street where the 
man was warning the people and sold nearly all of my 
second supply. 

June 6.—This morning I sold one large and five 
small Bibles. While I was offering one to a lady in 
a store a young man, seeing that she hesitated 
through fear, stepped up and recommended the book, 
saying that he had one, that it was a good book, well 
bound and cheap. She purchased. After dinner I 
sold a large Bible to a woman over seventy-five years 
of age, and she was greatly pleased with it. 

June 7.—Sold twelve books before noon in the 
poorest part of the town. One woman said the priest 
had told her that these were Masonic Bibles, and not 
good, but she wished to read it. Men are inquiring. 
for Roman Catholic Bibles to compare with ours. 
I find that to sell in the poor quarter I must take such 
as the people have. Some have not a penny, some- 
have not food to eat; but I have found them going to- 
their friends to borrow the price, or half the price, 
of a Bible. Bar 

June 8.—\ have sold thirteen Bibles to-day, some of 
them at a reduced price to very poor people. As I 
was offering inastore to show my books a young 
woman asked in English if I spoke English. She ~ 
said that she had never read the Bible, but that her 
father, an old man, was receiving one in weekly parts, 
at six cents a week, which would cost, when com- 
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pleted and bound, about forty dollars. This is the 
Scio Roman Catholic Bible. As the result of our 
conversation I sold them a Bible for forty-five cents, 
and left them with the conviction that it was a very 
good book. 

June 9.—After selling but one Bible this morning I 
came back tired and discouraged, but after noon I 
sold eight more. 

June zo.—A soldier, fifty years of age, unable to 
read small type, paid for a large one at a reduced 
rate, seventy-five cents. He gets but thirty-seven 
cents a day, out of which he has to provide food, 
with corn at sixty cents a peck. These poor people are 
those who want the Bible the most. The Bible ques- 
tion is town talk. The priest says it is prohibited. 
I called on him and he told me our Bible was bad 
because it lacked the Book of Maccabees. 

June 72.—As I went out I told the people that the 
priest prohibited the Bible and said he would excom- 
municate all who bought. Some were still afraid, but 
T sold seventeen Bibles and one Testament. 

June r4—Found a woman reading a Bible that I 
sold her the day before and asked her how she found 
it. ‘‘ Very, very good.” 

June 15.—Atrrived at Villa Union about midnight 
and slept on the stone pavement till morning. It is 
a small town, but has.a cotton-mill. I sold in one 
day twenty-three copies of Scripture, and finding my- 
self out of Bibles I took stage for Mazatlan, having 
travelled 116 miles in twelve days and sold 150 books. 


ITEMS FROM LA PLATA NEWSPAPERS. 


Mr. Milne refers to several matters which have 
appeared in the newspapers relating to Bible work 
in South America. He says: 

I inclose a cutting from The Gleaner, the organ 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association in Buenos 
Aires. The letter was written from Chili, but did 
not appear till the other day, as The Gleaner only 
comes out once a month. 

Lil Estandarte Evangelico, the organ of the Mis- 
sion, in last week’s issue has a letter from Sefior 
Missant, of Tucuman, an important city in the north- 
west, where up to the present time Bible distribution 
is the only form of evangelization that has been 
enjoyed. The writer speaks of the departure of our 
colporteur, C. Stella, for Bolivia, and says that the 
brethren there now feel that they have lost the pastor 
who gathered them together, and plead for some one 
to fill his place. : 

In the same issue is a letter from L. Jordan, a young 
Spaniard who recently joined our staff. . In it he says 
that in passing through Rosario, on his way to the 
upper provinces, he met .with.a number of persons 
who had purchased Scriptures and had been deprived 
of them by the Romish clergy. They purchased 
again, however, and now will not so readily give 
them up. i 

In to-day’s issue, £7 Estandarte Evangelico has 
two different notices bearing testimony to the im- 
portance of the Bible work. A young man writes a 
letter to Dr. Thomson giving an account of his con- 
version through the reading of the Scriptures in the 
south of the province of Buenos Aires, some three 
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hundred miles from the capital. The pastor of the 
circuit of Central Uruguay writes of a visit made to 
the neighborhood by our colporteur, J. Janavel, and 
of his ministry to a family in affliction in his charge. 

Mr. Olsson’s letter, written probably in March or 
April, is as follows : 

To the Editor of The Gleaner, Buenos Atres. 

DeEAR Sir: To-day it is three months since I last 
left Buenos Aires on a Bible tour, and on my way 
many places have been visited and a good many 
books circulated with much blessing, and after a long 
journey of forty-seven days from Patagonia across 
pampas and Andes | arrived safely in Valdivia, Chili, 
on February 6th, a distance of 1,530 miles. This is 
the first time the Bible has been taken this route. 

From Patagonia to Chili I have travelled most of 
the way on horse and mule, sleeping in the open 
camp without any tent, with my saddle for bed and 
pillow, in company with Indians and natives, they 
armed with big knives and some with revolvers, I 
with the Bible with the faithful promise and presence 
of Jesus my Saviour, friend, and guide, who has kept 
me quite safe and happy among them, although sur- 
rounded by many difficulties and trials of faith, often 
without any resources; yet truly ‘“‘not one thing hath 
failed.’ His blessing has been with the precious seed 
sown and spoken unto many for the first time. One 
man, eighty-two years old, exclaimed, ‘‘ Blessed be 
God for this good news, for it is the first time I have 
heard it in my life.’? The Indians also told me they 
never heard of such a name as “‘Jesus Christ.” Who 
will go forth among them to tell the wondrous story 
of the Cross? Oh, may the Redeemer’s kingdom be 
extended in darkest South America ! 

Passing by Junin de los Andes we came to Villa- 
rica, Paso de las Cordilleras, on the north side of the 
volcano of the same name, whose snow-clad peak 
reaches 16,050 feet above the level of the sea. Then 
we went on for many miles through dense forests of 
trees, with beautiful wild scenery, where exist lions 
and robbers who at times make the road unsafe for 
travellers. What a splendid sight of the majestic 
grandeur of the mighty Andes, with peaks with per-

petual snow! How one feels his own insignificance — 4 


and wonders at the almighty power of the great 
Creator and his eternal love manifested in the person 


- of our Lord Jesus Christ! May we all love and serve 


him here; for a record of our labors. done unto his 
name and glory will be written and rewarded in 
heaven, our eternal home.

AFTER FOUR YEARS. 

In the Ferris Seminary at Yokohama is a Japanese 
girl named Hana Hirano, who has been taught Bible 
truths and has become a Christian, although for a 
long time there was no one in her father’s family to 
encourage her effort to live a Christian life. The 
superstition and idolatry which prevailed at home 
caused her much grief, and she was at a loss to know 
what to do. In her anxiety she appealed to her 
teacher for counsel, who said, “Suppose you give 
your father a Bible?” She thought it would do no 
good, as her father did not believe in Christ or care 
for Christian books; but the teacher said, “I will 
send him one anyway.” So a Bible was procured 
and sent by express, and prayers were offered that it 
might be the means of bringing light and salvation to 
that distant home; but as nothing was heard from it 
for a long time, it was at length quite forgotten. 

Some four years afterward, the girl came. one 
evening to her teacher’s room in a perfect ecstacy of 
joy, holding in her hand two letters from her father, 
one for the donor of the Bible and the other for her- 
self. In the former he apologized for waiting four 
years before acknowledging the gift. The reason 
was that he was angry when he received it, and laid 
it on the shelf without so much as opening it. Then 
he told how he and his family had cast away their 
idols and superstitions and embraced Christianity. 
The Bible now was the greatest source of comfort 
he possessed, and all his spare time was spent in 
reading it. He regarded it as the best gift he had 
ever received, and was ashamed that he had_ never 
acknowledged the receipt of it before. 

He is now a faithful Christian and an officer in the 
church, and a second daughter has been sent to the 
seminary that she also may learn the wisdom that 
cometh from above.

DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 

ALABAMA AND FLoripA.—The month of July has 
been a month of excessive rainfall, destructive floods 
in many portions of my district, and of almost un- 
precedented heat. 

We have been unable to attend many meetings 
appointed in the interest of the American Bible So- 
ciety on account of the rains which fell for quite three 
weeks during the month. The farming interest in 
several counties has been totally ruined by the floods. 
I have seen in the last month vast tracts of country 
with the growing crop completely inundated. The 
destruction has been so great that the 2 eed 
A de- 
spondent spirit has to some extent fallen upon the 
people of the State in consequence of this great loss. 
Notwithstanding this the work of the American Bible 
Society has met with some degree of success, Our 
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Sunday school supply work is everywhere commended 
most highly by the leading men of all the churches. 

KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—During the month 
of July I attended the anniversary of the Carlisle and 
Nicholas County Bible Society, Ky. Carlisle is an 
inland town with a generous-hearted people who 
appreciate the work of the American Bible Society. 
Their contribution was $105 05, one of the best they 
ever made, and the whole amount is a donation to 
the Parent Society. 


LouIsIANA AND Mussissipp1.—During the month 
the following places were visited officially, viz. : 
Wesson, Magnolia, McComb City, Bay St. Louis, 
Hattiesburgh, Poplarville, and Purvis. At each of 
these places, except Magnolia, McComb City, and 
Purvis, where heavy rains inteifered, a very satisfac- 
tory meeting was held in the interest of the Bible 
cause. 

In addition to the above two District Conferences 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, viz., the 
Brookhaven and the Holly Springs, were visited and 
addressed. The brethren of each of these Confer- 
ences received your representative very cordially and 
each one appointed a standing committee to look 
after the Sunday school feature of American Bible 
Society work. 


MICHIGAN AND WISCONSIN.—The heavy rains that 
were so damaging last month have given way to ex- 
cessive hot weather, which for a time threatened the 
ruin of crops and the health of the people. During 
July I have travelled 2,225 miles, visited twenty-four 
Bible societies, and delivered fourteen addresses. 

The anniversary meetings were of more than usual 
interest, and the collections made for the benevolent 
work of the Society show an increased liberality. 

“MINNESOTA, NORTH AND SouTH DAKkotTa.—The 
Chinese Scriptures are not kept in many of our de- 
positories, and the Chinamen living here, who are 
able to read, are apt to purchase any books offered 
them in their own language, so when visiting towns 
in my field where they live I make a point to call 
upon them to find if they are supplied with the Scrip- 
tures. If there are Chinese Scriptures in the deposi- 
tory 1 take a copy with me, and if not I take the Spe- 
cimen Verses from versions in the different languages 
and dialects, and use the Chinese verses as my pros- 
pectus, and in this way Lhave more than once secured 
an order for a Chinese Testament. @ 

The Chinese population of Deadwood, S. D., 
is more numerous than at any other place in my 
field. A great number of women and children are 
living there and a heathen temple has been erected. 

NEW JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND. — 
The month of July has been a very busy one, and I 
trust good results will be realized. The first Sabbath 
was spent at Dunellen, N.J., with the Presbyterian 
and Methodist Episcopal Churches ; the second Sab- 
bath at Williamstown, where the contributions in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church were the largest ever 
made by that congregation. 

July 17th, I presented our cause at Hedding and 
Columbus, N. J. In the evening a union meeting of 
all the denominations was held in the Baptist Church, 
and a collection was received from the large pense 
gation in attendance. ¢ 
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The fourth Sabbath I spent with the Methodist 
Episcopal Churches at West Creek and Tuckerton. 
Large congregation and liberal collections at both 
places. On July 27th, a meeting known as “Bible 
Day” was held at Island Heights, a summer resort 
on the seacoast. The attendance was good and the 
exercises exceedingly interesting and profitable. 

I am glad to report encouraging indications in 
many portions of my field. 


New YorkK.—The month of July was spent princi- 
pally in visitation of churches. It is gratifying to 
report that from nearly all these churches liberal con- 
tributions have been received. A few of them had 
not made an offering to this cause for many years, 
while from the others the entire amount contributed 
last year did not exceed thirty dollars. This year your 
Superintendent has received or has been promised for 
the cause over $150, with the assurance that in subse- 
quent years the work of the American Bible Society 
shall have a larger place in their hearts and receive 
more liberal contributions. Several of these churches 
made their pastors life members of the American 
Bible Society. 

From the annual report of the Lewis County Welsh 
Bible Society your Superintendent learns that the two 
struggling Welsh churches, which contribute through 
this society, are loyal as ever to the Bible cause. 
Their example is worthy of imitation by other 
churches with wealth at their command. 


‘NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA.—The first Sabbath 
of July I spent at Bishopville, a town of South Carolina, 
which I had not before visited, and there I addressed 
the Presbyterian Sabbath school on the Bible, and 
preached in the same church in the morning, and 
preached again on the Bible cause to a crowded 
house, a union meeting, in the Baptist Church at 
night. 

The last week of the month I attended and ad- 
dressed at Abbeville, S.C., the annual meetings of 
both the county society and the State Bible Associa- 
tion. The former was interesting and encouraging, 
and was signalized by a donation of $200 to the 
American Bible Society. The other meeting proved 
stimulating and promising. 


OREGON, WASHINGTON, IDAHO, MONTANA, AND 
Urau.—During the month of July I visited Pocatello, 
Shoshone, Bellevyg, Hailey, Ketchum, Caldwell, and 
Boise City, in Idaho; Salt Lake and Ogden, in Utah ; 
and Dillon, in Montana. 

The Idaho Bible Society, centering at Boise City, 
has increased its sales of Bibles and Testaments 
over those of the previous year. The annual Bible 
meeting, held at the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Boise City, on Sabbath evening, the 10th, was one of 
considerable interest and was well attended. The 
following churches with their pastors united in the 
services: Methodist, Presbyterian, Congregational, and 
Christian. 

The annual meeting-of Beaverhead County Bible 
Society was held at the Baptist Church in Dillon, in 
the evening. The Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist, 
and Episcopal congregations with their pastors 
attended the services, and all the pastors took some 
part in the exercises. ;

The following action was taken by this body at its 
session in Hot Springs, Ark., in May last: 

The Standing Committee on the Bible Cause would 
respectfully report to the Assembly, that, having care- 
fully considered the facts and arguments presented 
to the Assembly in the Abstract of the Seventy-sixth 
Report of the American Bible Society, and the address 
of Rev. Dr. Alexander McLean, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, we would recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions by the Assembly: 

1. That the Assembly has heard with pleasure and 
profit the able and forcible presentation of the work 
of circulating the Scriptures in the home and foreign 
field made in the address of Dr. McLean, whom it 
ever welcomes to its councils as the representative of 
one of our own great agencies. 

2. That the Assembly records its high appreciation 
of the work of Bible distribution as lying at the foun- 
dation of all evangelization, and would again com- 
mend it to all our people. 

3. That the Assembly regrets the meagreness of 
the contributions from our churches to this cause, 
and once more calls attention of our churches to the 
order of the last Assembly appointing the third Sab- 
bath in October, or as soon thereafter as convenient, 
as the time for a collection in all our churches in 
behalf of Bible distribution, and urges that pastors 
instruct their people in this matter, that they may 
contribute intelligently and liberally for the promo- 
tion of this great work. 

4. That the Assembly recognizes its obligation to 
the American Bible Society for the generous and 
valuable aid it has rendered our missionaries in the 
foreign field in translating, printing, and distributing 
the Scriptures in connection with their work, and to 
our church at home in supplying our people with the 
word of God, while we have contributed so little to 
the cause, and hopes that its operations may not be 
curtailed for lack of adequate means. 

5. That the Assembly specially commends the 
effort to place the whole Bible in the hands of every 
child in the land who can read, and urges our pastors, 
sessions, and Sabbath-school ‘superintendents to aid 
this effort by seeing that the children and youth of 
our country are supplied with the Scriptures; that 
the Bible, as the inspired word of God, be used 
directly in all our Sabbath schools, and that its con- 
stant use at home be encouraged, as the best answer 
to all the assaults now made upon the Scriptures. 
The extreme cheapness of the Bible, sold by the 
American Bible Society without profit at the very 
cost of manufacture, puts it within the reach of all 
and makes this effort practicable.

THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD. 


It affords pleasure to present the following editor- 
ial from a recent number of the New York Observer: 


We confess to an intense interest in the operations _ 
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and welfare of the American Bible Society. The 
appearance of the Seventy-sixth Annual Report of this 
great Society affords a fitting opportunity for calling 
attention to the work achieved by it. In seventy-six 
years the Society has issued fifty-five and a half mill- 
ion copies of Bibles, Testaments, and Portions, of the 
word of God. It is interesting to notice the growth 
of this work of distribution by sections of twenty-five 
years. Thus, during the first twenty-five years of 
the Society’s existence the total issues were less than 
three millions. During the next twenty-five years 
they reached nearly nineteen millions, and during 
the third twenty-five year period almost thirty-two 
and a half millions. Last year the total was, in exact 
figures, 1,298,196. It is written: “The entrance of 
thy word giveth light,’ and since the word divine 
reveals the Son of God, and is the record of the 
manifestation of divine grace in him, that word carries 
the light of life. This Society has, therefore, thus 
shed abroad the light of life through all the years of 
its existence, with what vast, blessed, and eternal 
results no human mind can estimate. 


We notice with joy that the lines of life-giving 
light have gone among the various nationalities of 
the globe. Copies of the blessed word have been 
printed by hundreds of thousands in the English 
language. German, Dutch, and Swedish Bibles and 
Testaments have been sent upon their mission of 
mercy, In French and Spanish, Portuguese and 
Italian, the glad tidings have been told. In the Rus- 
sian, Polish, Hungarian, and Bohemian languages, the 
gospel of God’s love has been published. Chinese 
Testaments, Japanese Gospels, Zulu Testaments, 
Choctaw Testaments, Sheetswa Gospels, Hawaiian 
Bibles, and others have been published. Eight hun- 
dred and twenty-one volumes for the blind have been 
sent forth from the Society’s presses during the-year. 
We may well say that all its issues are vclumes for 
the blind, since all mankind is blind and in the dark 
till the word of God introduces its saving light. 

The Society does not merely publish the word of 
God. It has its workers far and near, through whose 
labors the Bible is brought to the hand of multitudes 
of persons who would otherwise be without it. A 
large proportion of the Society’s expenditure is 
required to sustain the direct missionary labors of 
colporteurs employed to bring the people among 
whom they labor to a knowledge of the Scriptures, 
and to persuade them to possess and read them. At 
the same time various missionary societies receive 
by gift or by purchase supplies of the word for dis- 
tribution through their representatives at home and 
abroad. 

The records of work done by faithful messengers 
in various places are richer than any fiction or 
romance. These records might well be expanded. 
If the details of trials and triumphs were put in print, 
they would be of fascinating interest. It needs no 
very imaginative mind to read between the lines 
many a thrilling story. 

The Society’s annual income for benevolent work 
is far short of what it should be. The entire amount 
received from churches, individual ‘donors, and aux- 
iliaries for the benevolent work, was only $81,300 34. 
The Society asks for $150,000 a year for benevolent 
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work alone. There isa great work to be done. All 
nations are brought to our doors, as though God 
were placing them here to be fed with the bread of 
life, giving us the great privilege of feeding them. 
The colored population are open to receive the Bible 
to a larger extent than they have yet had it. Ameri- 
can families which have moved beyond the bounds 
of civilization are to be ‘sought out and induced to 
receive and read the precious volume. Truly the 
opportunity is very great, and the resources for such 
a work should pour in with a full tide.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, September tst, 
1892, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in 
the chair. 

The devotional services were conducted by Secre- 
tary Hunt. 

Among the communications from foreign lands 
presented to the Board were letters from the Central 
Turkey Mission, the Eastern Turkey Mission, and the 
Madura Mission of the American Board, and from 
the Society’s Agents in different parts of the world. 
The reports from China and Siam announce an en- 
larged circulation as compared with the first six 
months of 1891. 
A request from the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions for the printing of a revised edition of the 
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New Testament in Mpongwe for circulation in West- 
ern Africa was favorably acted on. 

Upon the recommendation of the Committee on 
Distribution, grants of books were made to the value 
of about $540, including a grant to the American Sea- 
men’s Friend Society for loan libraries. 

The issues from the Bible House in August were 
63,520 volumes; issues since April Ist, 358,804 
volumes. 

PRIVILEGES OF LIFE DIRECTORS AND 
LIFE MEMBERS. 

The long-established rules of the Society in regard 
to the privileges of Life Directors and Life Members 
are again published for the information of any to 
whom they are not familiar : 

On application at the Society’s House, each Life 
Director (having paid $150) may receive annually, 
provided they are called for within the year, two 
dollars and fifty cents’ worth of books suitable for 
distribution among the destitute ; and each Life Mem- 
ber (having paid $30) may receive one dollar’s worth 
in like manner. When the request is accompanied 
with sufficient postage stamps, the books will be sent 
to the applicant by mail. 

To accommodate those who prefer to draw their 
annuities from depositories in their neighborhood 
orders will be furnished to members, upon their 
written application at the Bible House, enabling them 
to obtain their supply from the nearest auxiliary 
society. Upon the return of such orders to the Bible 
House, the auxiliary society will receive credit for 
the value of books furnished. In no case can this 
class of books be supplied except for the current year 
of the Society, beginning with the first of April. 

No officer of an auxiliary society is authorized to 
furnish books on life membership, except to those 
who present an order for the same from the Amer- 
ican Bible Society.
